Hugh Mahin was nominated without 
opposition for Representative from Jes- 
samine county. 

The bill providing State-wide prohi- 
bition was made a special order of busi- 
ness by the Florida Senate for April 15. 

Senator Paynter introduced in the 
Senate a bill to establish a fish culture 
station in Kentucky, to be located near 
Frankfort. 

The Iowa House has passed the Sen- 
ate bill prohibiting intoxicants on trains. 
This puts an end to the sale of liquor 
on dining cars. 

Gov. Hughes’ plan of direct nomina- 
tions was repudiated by the New York 
Assembly Judiciary Committee and the 
adverse report was sustained. 

The lower house of the Missouri Gen- 
eral Assembly adopted the minority re- 
port recommending favorably the State- 
wide prohibition constitutional amend- 
ment. 

President Taft won a signal victory 
when the Senate Finance Committee 
agreed to let the House provision stand, 
admitting annually 300,000 pounds of 
Philippine sugar free of duty. 

Kentucky tobacco growers are rely- 
ing on Senator Bfadiey to see that 
Representative Stanley's amendment 
taking oir the 6-cent tax on tobacco is 
not knocked out of the bill in the Sen- 
ate. 

Representative Stanley’s amendment 
to the Payne tariff hill, taking off the 
aix-cent tax on leaf tobacco, was adopt- 
ed by the House less than a minute 
before the time for voting on the bill 
arrived.
